Jean Adamson, who lives in Stretham, wrote the first Topsy and 
Tim book in 1958 with her late husband, Gareth. Published as Topsy 
and Tim’s Monday Book in 1960 (and still in print as Topsy and Tim’s 
Red Boots, Yellow Boots), it depicted ‘two average children in an aver- 
age nuclear family, who lead average lives in an average urban home’ 
(Fisher, Who's Who in Children’s Books, 1975).

Forty years and 140 titles later, Jean is still writing and illustrat- 
ing the occasional new title, and continually bringing older ones up to 
date. During this time, Topsy and Tim have grown slightly older, but 
still their lives remain totally predictable, having advanced from sim- 
ple adventures such as going to the seaside to learning about road safety, 
_and the dangers of meddling with unopened bottles and stationary ve- 
hicles. |
